The product is pressure 
treated wood. 

Pressure treated lumber, 
posts, and poles have been 
impregnated with 
preservatives that render 
the wood useless to 
termites and fungi, the 
micro - organisms that 
cause decay. The Forest 
Products Laboratory of the 
U.S. Department of 


Agriculture has determined 
that properly pressure 
treated wood will last ‘‘in 
excess of 50 years’’ when 
exposed to the elements in 
temperate climates. 


Pressure treated wood is 
well known to building 
contractors, who have been 
using it for many years in 
projects where the wood 
will be subjected to 
constant moisture, 
including those in contact 
with the ground. It has also 
been used extensively for 
outdoor residential projects 
in many other regions of the 
United States. 

This product is now being 
produced in western plants 
and marketed through 
lumber yards and building 
supply centers in all 
western states. It is the 
ideal wood for building 
sundecks, fences, retaining 
walls, garden steps, outdoor 
furniture, storage sheds,

A brief description of the 
pressure treatment process 
will help you understand 
why this wood is so durable. 
To begin with, pressure 
treaters use native western 
woods that are readily 
available to westem retail 
markets. 

Before treatment, the 
wood must be thoroughly 
dried to give cells within 
the wood room to accept the 
preservatives. When the 
proper drying has taken 
place, the lumber is loaded 
onto narrow gauge railway 
tram cars and wheeled into 
a long horizontal cylinder, 
where the pressure 
treatment takes place. With 
the cylinder door tightly 
sealed, a preservative 
solution is admitted into the 
cylinder under pressure up 
to 150 pounds per square 
inch. This process continues 
until the proper amount of 
preservative is absorbed by 
the wood, usually about 


. eight hours. 


As a result of this 
treatment, termites _and 
fungi cannot eat the wood. 
It is, literally, preserved 
wood, which is exactly what 
you need for any outdoor 
construction project. 

One of the most 
important benefits of this 
wood is that it seldom turns 
black. and. slippety.,from 


constant, sain, er, watering, 
as do untreated = a 


you have ever had a potted 
plant on an untreated deck 
you know how fast this 
condition can develop from 
the runoff of water used for 
plants. 

Wood can also be treated 
with a variety of substances 
by dipping or spraying, but 
these methods provide only 
superficial preservation 
and are not recommended 
for any projects where 
durability is required. 

The preservatives used in 
pressure treatment give the 
wood an attractive tint of 
light green or copper green. 
If you want to paint or stain 
this wood, you will find that 
it requires about one - third 
of the finish that untreated 
wood does. No finish is 
necessary, however. 

It is important to note 
that pressure treatment in 
no way changes the 
characteristics of the wood 
itself. You will have the 
same characteristics after 
treatment that you would 
have had before treatment. 
Your lumber dealer or 
building supply center will 
recommend the species and 
grades appropriate for your 
specific projects. 

The Western Wood 
Preservers Institute 
recommends that you use 
the same methods of sawing 
the nailing pressure treated 
wood that you would use for 
un eased lumber. It 


particularly recommends

The Uniform Building 
Code, the code widely 
recognized in western 
States, requies that wood 
used in important 
structural members in 
ground contact be pressure 
treated. This means that 
pressure treated wood is 
the best material you can 
use for support members in 
decks, as-well as for the 
deck: boards’ themselves. 


All pressure treated 


lumber products are 
subject to strict quality 
control standards set by the 
American Wood Preservers 
Bureau (AWPB), an 
independent organization 
established by the industry 
to ensure that all producers 
meet proper treating 
requirements. Lumber 
stamped with the AWPB 
LP-2 Quality Mark is for 
above ground use. Lumber 
marked AWPB LP-22 is for 
ground contact use. The 
Western Wood Preservers 
Institute recommends using 
LP-22 wood for all: outdoor 
home and garden’ projects.

Today it is still the home of two large wholesale rose 
growers. This year each of these nurseries has 
introduced a new rose selected by the*All American Rose 
Selections. To win this coveted honor the grower must 
furnish plants of new varieties that are grown for two 
years in test gardens all over the United States. After 
growing these roses under all kinds of conditions only a 
truly good rose has a chance to win such honors. 

White Lightnin,’ a grandiflora entry by Armstrong 
Nursery was hybridized by Herbert C. Swim of Ontario. 
One of the unique features of this white rose is the 
fragrance, it is blessed with an intense citrus fragrance. 

Bing Crosby, a hybrid tea, the entry of O. L. Weeks of 
Ontario opens in the spring with a brilliant medium ripe 
persimmon orange color with a slight fluorescent glow. 
These two winners are not the first roses to win such 
coveted honors for these local hybridizers. 

The Inland Valley Rose Club, an affiliate of the 
American Rose Society is a group of local amateur rose 
enthusiasts who like to share their interests in roses with 
anyone who is interested in growing roses. June 6 and 7 
of this year are the dates set for their annual rose show 
held at Montclair Plaza. Entries for this show will be 
received from all over the southland from San Diego 
northward. Open free to the public, any amateur rose 
grower is welcome to enter the competition. 

A new project now in the planning stages is to develop 
a unique rose garden at the Casa de Rancho Cucamonga. 
The old Rains home was built in 1860 and plans call for 
featuring the roses grown in that period of time. 

The rose club also publishes a monthly newsletter.

Older home a good buy 
compared to anew one 


You can afford a house. 
Maybe not a new one. But, 
how about a used one? 
There are millions of them 
around and sales are 
keeping pace. 

Buying an older home can 
be a pleasure or a pain, 
depending on the amount of 
expertise you bring to your 
search. The most important 
part of it is a sober 
appraisal of the home’s 
attributes and flaws. 

Don’t be so carried away 
by the charm of some older 
homes with high ceilings, 
larger rooms, plaster walls 
and detailed woodwork that 
you overlook faults such as 
ancient plumbing, 
inadequate wiring or a 
worn-out furnace. 

Whether new or used, a 
home represents a major 
investment so you should be 
prepared to do some 
research wheniyom :hegin. 
looking at specific houses. 


Wear clothes you won’t 
mind getting dirty so you 
can check out important 
areas like the attic and 
basement as well as the 
living areas. Bring along a 
flashlight, a penknife, a pair 
of binoculars, a checklist, a 
small notebook and a pen to 
take notes. 

A home’s first line of 
defense against the 
elements, says the Asphalt 
Roofing Manufacturers 
Association, is a sound roof. 
That’s as good a place as 
any to begin a thorough 
check. Use binoculars to 
check the condition of the 
roof from the ground. Look 
for broken, warped or 
missing shingles. It could 
mean water damage or that 
the roof needs to be 
replaced. Also check 
flashing around chimneys 
and valleys to be sure none 
is. missing; \dogge;or\custy . 
Make sure the masonry in 
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the chimney isn’t 
crumbling. 

Inspect the attic for 
adequate ventilation. Look 
for insulation in the attic as 
well. Many older homes 
have little or no insulation, 
which means they are 
expensive to heat and cool. 
Look for dark water stains 
on the underside of the roof 
decking, a sign that the roof 
has a leak or is worn out. 
Another indication is to look 
at the roofs of other homes 
in the neighborhood. If they 
were built at the same time 
and several have new roofs, 
it may mean the roof on the 
home you’re interested in is 
due for replacement. 

Finally, it’s often worth 
spending the money for an 
assessment by a 
professional house 
inspector, especially when 
you have found a home you 
really like and are 
considering buying it.

Q. — There is a crack be- 
tween the cap and the flue 
at the top of our chimney. I 
didn’t think too much about 
it, but have been advised 
that the opening may admit 
water to the masonry 
around the flue liner and 
now I would like to repair it. 
Can you tell me how to go 
about doing it? It is not a 
large crack, but I wouldn’t 
tall it a small crack either. 


A. — If the crack were 
very small, which you said 
it isn’t, you could get by 
merely by filling it with a 
special concrete crack 
sealer. But you had better 
play safe by using a mortar 
mix and a concrete bonder. 
First, clean the crack of 
any loose mortar. Wet the 
area thoroughly, then apply 
some concrete bonder with 


‘a paint brush. When it 


becomes tacky, apply a mix 
compound of the bonder and 
ready-mixed mortar, 
following the directions on 
the container of bonder. 
Make this repair when the 
temperature is at least 45 
degrees Fahrenheit. 


Q. — Many years ago I 
used a large drum sander to 
sand a floor before 
refinishing it. I recall that I 
had a lot of trouble 
controlling the big machine, 
which tended to pull 


forward as I was using it. I 


am a small person weighing 
only 120 pounds. I have to do 
a similar job again and 
wonder whether there is 
anything I should know to 
give me better control of 
the sander? 


A. — Not very much. I 
once saw a professional 
loop a rope around his waist 
and tie the ends to the 
handle of the machine. This 
undoubtedly lessened some 
of the strain on the man’s 
body, but he was a fairly big 
man and this might not 
work for you. Sorry I can’t 
give you a certain solution. 


Q. — I want to make a 
cedar closet and have a set 
of plans for doing so. There 
is nothing in the 
instructions about how to 
care for the closet after it is 
completed. Also, it doesn’t 
say what kind of finish 
should be put on the wood. 
What is your advice? 


A. — Nothing should be 
put on the wood. Any kind of 
finish will seal in the cedar 
fumes and make the closet 
ineffective as a moth 
repeller. The only 
maintenance neceSsaly is 
an occasional wiping with a 
slightly damp cloth to 
remove dust, since even 
dust.can prevent the fumes 


from escaping readily. 
Every year or two — when 
the cedar fumes are barely 
noticeable — sand the wood. 
This will open the pores to 
let out the fumes. Before 
doing any sanding, remove 
all clothes from the closet. 
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Also, vacuum the closet- 
before putting back the 
clothes. Remember that a* 
cedar closet works properly 
only when the fumes are 
kept inside the closet. So 
there should be a tight 
latch, plus rubber or vinyl 
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weatherstripping along the 
door edges. And do not store 
any clothes in the closet 
which have not been 
thoroughly cleaned and 
aired. Cedar fumes repel 
moths; they do not kill 
them.

Take some time to plant those roses 


If you want your rose 
bushes to give you years of 
beautiful blooms, start out 
by giving them a proper 
planting. 
Before you actually start 
digging — scout out the best 


possible site for your roses. 
The spot should be well - 
drained and receive at least 
6 hours of sunlight a day. 
If you have a choice 
between afternoon sun and 
morning sun — morning sun 
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is best. Morning sun dries 
dew earlier, cutting down 
on the likelihood of 
blackspot, powdery mildew 
and other common rose 
diseases due to dampness. 

Also — don’t select a spot

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too close to other shrubs 
and trees. Roses should not 
be in close competition with 
the roots of other plants for 
food and water. Don’t plant 
in a windy area either — 


destroy open blooms. 

After buying the plant, 
soak the roots in a pail of 
water ovemight. To plant 
properly — dig a hole larger 
than the bush’s root system

gusty winds can quickly and mold loose soil into a 
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cone at the center. Prune 
back any dead or 
excessively long roots. 

Spread the roots around 
the cone of dirt. After the 
roots are arranged, fill the 
hole with a soil - compost 
mixture until the grafting 
knob (the knob on top of the 
root shank at the base of the 
canes) is an inch below 
ground level if you live in 
the North, and just above 
ground level in the South. 

Pour water over the filled 
hole and gently rock the 
bush back and forth and up 
and down. This will settle 
the soil and eliminate air 
pockets. 

After planting, prune 
canes back to about six 
inches, removing any dried 
or broken wood at the same 
time. Make all cuts at a 45 
degree angle about % inch 
above outside buds. 

To prevent rose canes 
from drying out — mound 
soil 2/3 of the way up the 
plant. Leave this mound in 
place until new growth 
develops, then gradually 
wash the soil mound away. 
Once planted, your roses 
will have the head start 
they need to produce 
beautiful blooms for years 
to come. 

When your rose is 
established be sure to 
maintain a regular care 
program including proper 
watering, fertilization and 
spraying for insects and 
plant diseases.

Utility bills can be a pain- 
ful reminder of how dif- 
ficult it is to keep your 
house comfortable 
regardless of the season. 
Even if your home is ade- 
quately insulated, it can 
still be losing energy like a 
sieve. 


The culprit may be poorly 
weatherstripped, worn out 
windows. Such windows can 
be responsible for a signifi- 
cant amount of heat loss, 
even in a fully - insulated 
house.

Figures turned up by one company indicate that, 
overall, the furniture industry is only keeping pace with 
population growth But the market for furniture kits is 
growing at a rate of about 20 percent a year. 

These statistics encouraged Heath Co. to go ahead with 
its planned expansion into wood furniture kits. And the 
firm, known for its do-it-yourself electronics kits, has 
just come out with a catalog offering 13 furniture 
projects. 

‘‘We studied the market and what other kit 
manufacturers were doing and concluded that this is an 
excellent growth area for high quality products,” said 
Dennis Foley, product manager for Heath Craft 
Woodworks. 

Three basic reasons are responsible for heightened 
public interest in furniture kits. They satisfy a demand 
for quality furniture, lower cost, and the desire for 
meaningful use of leisure time, according to Foley. 

“People are interested in getting more furniture for 
their dollar. But they don’t want to sacrifice quality to 
low cost,” he said Traditionally, kits in which one 
invests one’s own labor solve the problem of how to get 
quality at lower cost, noted Foley. 

Furthermore, he added, furniture building is a way to 
enrich one’s life and learn something in the process.

Market for furniture kits growning 


Heretofore, the typical customer for a Heathkit 
project has been a college-educated male earning over 
$25,000 a year who is most likely to be engaged in a 
technical occupation. Company executives anticipate 
that wood furniture kits will appeal to a wider spectrum 
of consumers, including women. 

The projects include dining, coffee and sofa tables, a 
desk, dining chairs, and several small acceSsory items 
such as a wood-framed hall mirror, a dictionary stand 
and a plant stand. Some of the furniture is in the mid- 
19th-century oak style known today as nostalgic oak. 


There are also a group of glass and brass coffee tables 
in transitional styles suitable for both modem and 
traditional interiors. The time required to complete the 
projects varies from two or three hours for simple 
projects such as the dictionary stand to about 100 hours 
for a rolltop desk. 


According to Foley, the level of skill called for is not 
too high. ‘‘If you can build one of the kits, you can build 
all of them,” he said. However, it takes considerably less 
concentration to build the small items than to put 
together one of the larger projects. No special tools 
beyond a hand or electric drill and a screwdriver and 
clamps are required. 


All parts — including such items as sandpaper, glue 
screws and drill bits, wrenches and hardware — are

provided in the kit, along with large, poster-size 
directions. Optional finishing kits are also available with 
paste varnish and stain 

One aspect of the growth of the market for furniture 
kits has been a growing awareness among consumers 
that all furnitures kits are not created equal, according 
to Foley. Among some of the features to watch for when 
choosing a kit are logical and clear instructions, and a 
well-thought-out method of packing so that all parts 
needed together are together. 

The most successful kits are those which are designed 
to be built as kits, so that assembly methods are suited to 
the individual who is building at home. Instructions 
should take the builder through every step in a logical 
sequence and it is also helpful if the manufacturer pro- 
vides an address or phone number where help is 
available if trouble crops up. Some manufacturers 
arrange to test their instructions while developing them 
and then submit finished kits to consumers of average 
ability to see if any difficulties occur. In each instance, 
the kits are revised to incorporate suggestions of the kit 
testers, said Foley

‘climate areas. Broken shade as that received from 
lattice work is ideal. Moisture at the roots and on the 
foliage during warm weather is also ideal. With such 
care, they will respond with a bloom that only a 
rhododendron can put on. Also don’t forget that azaleas 
like the’ same conditions and make excellent companion 
plantings

— It's time to begin a regular watering, fertilizing and 
spray program for your rose garden — and don’t forget 
to mulch to keep the roots cool and moist. 

— Citrus and other evergreen fruits may be planted 
this month. 

— Investigate a drip and trickle irrigation system to 
conserve water and provide plants with an excellent 
system for deep, slow watering. 

— Plant slopes to control erosion. When windy or rainy 
weather arrives, dry soils are most vulnerable to serious 
erosion. Plants will soften the blow of rain drops, slow 
the movement of running water and spread the water 
evenly over the slope.

What should one look for when 
purchasing a cordless drill? I asked 
that question of Mike Narcavage, 
consumer product manager for Skil 
Corp. 


“There are certain features one 
should seek,”” he replied. ‘‘A drill 
with variable or two-speed control 
makes it easier to drill in metal, 


Forward and reverse capabilities 
are great for driving and removing 
screws. Having a drill that 
recharges in one to three hours is 
desirable. So is a drill which has a 
trigger lock to help prevent 
accidental starts. A built-in chuck 
keyholder eliminates the potential 
problem of mislaying the key.” 


What about prices? Narcavage 
said: 


“Cordless drills now are available 
anywhere from $25 to $100. Of 
course, you can’t get all the features 
in the cheaper drills, but they still 
have the big advantage of not 
requiring power from an electric 
outlet. By the Way, %sth-inch drills 
are preferable to quarter-inch or 
half-inch drills for the average do-it-

Manufacturers report that 
portable drills of all kinds are being 
purchased in larger numbers by 
women this year than at any time in 
the past.

Ways to remove 


marks from tables

Q. —A wet glass was left 
on our varnished dining 
room table for several days. 
A white mark now is there. 
We have hesitated to do 
anything about it for fear of 
ruining the _ finish 
altogether. What can we do 
about it other than 
refinishing the entire table 
top? We have received a 
number of suggestions, 
including using cigarette 
ashes. ? 

A. —Cigarette ashes, 
mixed with camphorated 
oil, sometimes work. So 
does camphorated oil used 
alone. Denatured alcohol 
also is good for this 
purpose, although it might 


affect the finish if used on a_ 


surface that has been 
coated with shellac. 
Whichever product is used, 
the area must be rubbed 
with a clean, soft cloth. If 
the stain doesn’t disappear 
immediately, keep rubbing. 
Sometimes it may take as 
much as 10 minutes of 
rubbing to get the desired 
result. 

Q. —We soon will be 
paving the area in back of 
our house with bricks. We 
intend to use the type of 
installation that requires 
only sand. Is this practical 
and what tips can you give 
us? ; 

A. —It is reasonably prac- 
tical, but not as good as 
using mortar. Once the 
bricks have been laid, 
spread dry sand on them. 
Using a broom, spread the 
sand into the cracks be- 
tween the bricks. When all 
the gaps have been filled, 
carefully — very carefully 
— sweep off the excess 
sand. If you do this too 
vigorously, you will sweep 
some of the sand out of the 
cracks, which is what you 
do not want. After 


everything seems in order, 
get your garden hose and 
turn on the sprinkler part of 
it to the finest spray. Hold 
the hose slightly upward so 
that the water does not push 
the sand from between the 
bricks. Check every few 
days to be certain that the 


“sand has not settled too 


much. You occasionally 
may have to add more sand, 
which is what might be 
considered the weakness of 
the method. 


Q. —I read in a magazine 
about using shellac stick to 
fill out a gouge in a table, 
but I have been unable to 
purchase any such thing. In 
fact, one hardware dealer 
said he didn’t know what I 
was talking about. Is there 
such a thing as a shellac 
stick and where can I buy 
one? 

A. —There surely are 
shellac sticks, but not all 
stores carry them. Try a 
store that carries wood- 
finishing materials. When 
you purchase such a stick 
(it looks like a fat piece of 
crayon), you have to get the 
right color so that the old 
finish can be matched. 
Shellac in stick form seems 
darker than when it is 
melted and spread out 
thinly.

To 
calculate your potential savings, check your records to 
see how much fuel you uséd last year, then multiply by 
this year’s prices and figure out what a 5 percent or 10 
percent cut in consumption would mean. 


Conservation around the house also is important in 
reducing overall national energy consumption. Just over 
20 percent or one-fifth of the energy used in the United 
States is consumed in the home and most of it goes for 
heating and hot water. 


An energy audit can help you find out whether you are 
wasting energy and where the leaks are. Federal law 
requires major utilities to develop audit programs for 
their customers. Some of the audits are do-it-yourself 
projects; others involve utility company employees who 
visit homes and make recommendations. There May be a 
small charge for the service. Contact your local utility 
for details and advice. 


Insulation is often the single biggest money saver, but 
it is also expensive to install. The Credit Union National 
Association, in a guide for credit union members, says 
there are a lot of other things to do first. Among them: 


—Adjust the thermostat. You can cut your fuel bill by 3 
percent by reducing the setting by one degree. If your 
winter heating bill is $1,000 — not unreasonable — a 3 
percent cut is $30. In the upper Midwest, you can save 22 
percent on your fuel bill by cutting temperatures from 72 
degrees to 68 degrees during the day and 60 degrees at 
night. Make sure, however, that your family can adjust 
to the lower temperatures comfortably. Infants and 
older people may need more warmth 

—Reduce hot water temperatures. A setting of 120

degrees is sufficient for most uses. If your heater gauge 
reads only low, medium or high, test the temperature 
with a kitchen thermometer. About one-fourth of your 
home fuel bill goes to provide hot water. A 20-degree cut 
in temperature can mean a cut of about 20 percent in the 
cost of operating the water heater. 

—Insulate your water heater to reduce heat loss. Refit 
kits, including a specially designed blanket of fiberglass 
insulation, are readily available at building supply and 
hardware stores. 

—Check for air leaks at doors and windows, around the 
chimney and above the foundation. Caulk and 
weatherstrip to plug holes. A thorough job on the entire 






house will probably take about $100 worth of materials. It 
can cut your heating bill by 7 percent to 13 percent, 
depending on how much draft there was to begin with. 

—Cover your windows. Storm windows are the most 
expensive way to stop heat from escaping through the 
glass, but they can cut your fuel bill by about 15 percent a 
year. You’ll recover the cost of the windows in a few 
winters. Plastic coverings are just as effective, although 
they are less permanent. Many hardware stores and 
lumber yards now offer plastic sheeting designed for 
windows. You can expect to spend about $5 a window. 
Keep drapes open during the day to let the sun in and 
closed at night.

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Portable saber saw

Some manufacturers call it a 
portable jigsaw, some a portable 
saber saw. 

Call it what you will, it’s one of the 
most convenient of the power tools, 
able to handle many cutting projects 
much more easily than the larger, 
more powerful circlar saw. 

The portable jigsaw’s cutting 
action is like that of its stationary 

. namesake: that is, it has an up-and- 
down motion which moves smoothly 
through wood and other materials if 
you are using the correct type of 
blade. And like other portable power 
tools, it can be brought to the job 
rather than the other way around, 
which is the case with the standard 
jigsaw. 

All portable jigsaws once had 
metal housings. Today, many of the 
housings are made of plastic or, at 
least, part plastic. This adds to its 
shockproof qualities, but whether 
metal or plastic your jigsaw should 
be checked to determine whether its 
housing will afford safety protection 
in the event of a short circuit. Those 
which are not double-insulated or in 
some ‘way shock-resistant — and 


they are becoming harder to find — 
cost less.

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Using the proper blade for the 
kind of material being cut is the 
secret of a successful result. When 
you buy a saw, it will come with one, 
two or more blades. Read the 
instructions to determine their best 
usage. You can decide, then or later, 
which other special blades you will 
need. Generally, the more teeth to 
the inch, the harder the materials 
that can be cut without effort. 

Also affecting the ability of the 
saw to handle different kinds of 
materials is the speed at which the 
machine operates. High-speed saws 
are good for wood and other fairly 
soft materials. The slower the 
speed, the better the results with 
tougher products, Some saws have a 
simple speed, some have two 
speeds, some several speeds and 
some have variable speeds which 
can be regulated as you cut. 

One of the assets of a portable 
jigsaw is that it can be used to make 
cutouts, as for a wall outlet, without 
drilling holes. This must be done 
very carefully and involves tilting 
the blade a certain way and 
lowering it into the wood. It is an 
operation that should not be 
attempted until you have read the 
manufacturer’s instructions and

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Plant those 
peanuts and 


save money

The delectable peanut-butter sandwich, crunchy 
peanut candy and tasty salted peanuts are costing you 
more because the past season’s crop was cut in half by. 
drought in the U.S. and abroad. 

How about planting some in your garden to offset 
soaring prices and scarcity? 


Peanuts, however, require a long growing season and 
well-drained land. They need moisture during the grow- 
ing season but fairly dry conditions during the fall 
harvest. 


Of course, the same shortage will affect seed price and’ 
availability. One firm reported prices up 10 to 65 percent, 
depending on the item. One variety that was 44 cents a 
packet in 1980 is 75 cents now. 


Supplies of edible-grade peanuts total about 2.5 billion- 
pounds this year,.down from 4.4 billion. last year. The 
government has increased import quotas to admit more 
foreign peanuts. Americans consume an estimated nine 
pounds of peanuts per capita annually. About 52 percent 
of the crop becomes peanut butter, 23 percent salted 
nuts, 21 percent candy, and 4 percent other products. 


There have been reports of hoarding by householders 
and limiting supermarket allocations. It is reported that 
peanut-butter prices have doubled in some areas. The 
shortage is expected to end with harvest of the 1981 crop. 


Meanwhile, should you want to plant some, remember 
that Spanish peanuts are recommended in the North 
because of the shorter growing season. The maturity 
time is 10 days less than for others. Peanuts may be 
started indoors in peat moss, then transplanted out- 
doors. 


The peanut, a native of Brazil, is an annual 
vegetable related to garden peas, growing up to 18 inches 
tall. Stalks will bear flowers, then lengthen and bend and 
become rooted or ‘‘pegged”’ in the soil. These stalks will 
develop underground nut pods. Nuts mature in the fall. 


Seeds germinate in 18 days. Plant unroasted nuts one 
inch deep, 3-6 inches apart in rows 24-30 inches apart. If 
nuts are shelled for planting do not remove the thin skin 
covering them. Nuts may also be planted in shells 8 
inches apart. Sow in full sun in deeply worked sandy 
loam with humus added. 


In some areas, liming the soil about six weeks prior to 
planting helps. Use five pounds of lime per 100 square 
feet. Also, before planting, mix in six cups of 5-105 
fertilizer per 100 square feet. 

Keep plants well watered during dry weather and 
weeded until the floweer stalks are well-rooted. 


To harvest, lift the entire plant with a fork when the fo- 
liage yellows and soil is fairly dry. Shake off dirt and 
spread plants in a warm, shady, well-ventilated area for 
2-3 weeks. Pick off nuts to store dry or roast. 


Use an .approved insecticide such as malathion to 
control mealy bugs, leaf miner, thrip, leaf hopper, mite 
and scale. Wireworms and nematodes also could be 
problems. 


In 1977, after peanut-farmer Jimmy Carter became 
president, one seed company reported it had sold peanut 
seed to 40,000 backyard gardeners, with interest 
mounting. 


Growing peanuts as houseplants is interesting but you 
won’t get many (if any) peanuts.

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Residents uprooted but proj ect dies

MANALAPAN, NJ. — 

Margaret Davison cried 

as she watched bulldozers 

rip apart the house. her 

parents struggled to build 30 

years ago in this diverse 

community of old farms 
and new residential 
developments. 

Almost seven years have 
past, but she still cries over 
the loss of her girlhood 
home — leveled because it 
stood in the right-of-way of 
a new highway project that 
probably will never be 
constructed. 

Government arguments 
about the greater good of 
Society taking precedence 
over an individual’s wishes 
mean little to a woman who 
blistered her hands using a 
drill press to help her 
parents build the house 
from the ground up after 
World War II 


“It hurt us. But if the 
government was actually 
going to build the roadway, 
then taking our land would 
have served some 
purpose,”’ she says. “But no 
road will ever be built 
there. This is just plain 
foolishness 


‘Thank God my parents 
were dead before the New 
Jersey Turnpike Authority 
came around,” she says, 
sobbing and crying as she 
talks 

The’ authority finally 
declared the Alfred E. 
Driscoll Expressway 
project dormant last year 
after almost a decade of 
planning, legal battles and 
land acquisitions that 
totalled $17 million. Now 
the authority is preparing to 
put the lands up for public 
sale, reneging on a promise 
to give the former owners 
first option to buy. 


“IT don't want it now,”’ 
Mrs. Davison says. ‘‘That 
land was our homestead.’ 


Even if Mrs. Davison and 
her neighbors wanted the 
property, they probably 
couldn't afford it. 


Land values have 
increased significantly in 
the past seven years and 
some parcels have doubled 
or tripled in value since the 
authority purchased 100 
tracts of land from some 30 
or 40 owners along a 38-mile 
strip from Toms River to 
North Brunswick. 


And the initial buy-back 
offer was retracted by the 
authority, which decided 
instead to seek top dollar 
for the land at a public 
auction, 


Cost estimates escalated 
from $315 million to $475 
million over the years for 
the project, which would 
have “linked the turnpike 
with the Garden State 
Parkway and eased traffic 


congestion on Routes 1 and 
18. 

The project finally was 
shelved, primarily because 
Gov. Brenden T. Byrne 
opposed the roadway for 
economic and 
environmental reasons. 

Less than 15 percent of 
the right of way had been 
acquired when the project 
was pronounced dead, say 
Turnpike Authority 
lawyers. 

‘We learned all about 
eminent domain,’’ says 
Joan Simcox, whose family 
was forced to sell a 
farmhouse and 11 acres of 
land for about $74,000 in 
1974. ‘‘Now, just four acres 
in that area sell for well 
over $100,000. 

“We didn’t want to sell 
but no one could fight 
them,’’ she says. ‘‘And we 
tried every angle we could 
think of.”’ 

Herbert I. Olarsch, the 
authority’s senior attorney 
for land acquisition, says he 
has syrnpathy for those who 
were forced to sell their 
land, but he says the 
authority was ‘‘more than 
fair.”’ 

‘Everyone always wants 
aS much money as 
possible,”’ he says. “‘But we 
paid fair market value and 
no-one was forcibly 
evicted.” 

Olarsch believes the 
authority will have a 
difficult time selling the 
land at an auction. He re- 
ferred to the tracts as ‘‘a 
strip of land in the middle of 
no place. Most of it is land- 
locked."’ 

When the authority first

attempted to buy the land in 
the fall of 1973, property 
owners stormed Township 
Hall and demanded a 
hearing. 

Town officials wanted to 
know how the authority 
could offer residents $2,300 
an acre when land was 
selling at between 3,000 
and $7,000 an acre 
thoughout the town. 

Authority officials said 
they could offer no more 


than fair market value as 
determined by appraisers, 
and the meeting broke down 
into emotional outbursts 
and name-calling. 

“Tt wasn’t that big an 
issue in town. Few people 
cared about what was 
happening,”’* says .Theresa 
R. Enright, township tax 
assessor. ‘‘The turnpike 
was taking land, but it 
wasn’t near any of the new 
developments and that’s 


where the votes were. 

“The turnpike took land 
from the older residents, 
mostly farmers. And many 
people just gave in on the 
first offer,” she says. 

Manalapan was a farm 
town until the late 1960s 
when developers put up 
housing units at a fever 
pitch. The population sky- 
rocketed from 3,990 in 1960 
to 14,000 in 1970 and almost 
20,000 in 1980. 


Olarsch says the law of 
eminent domain ‘‘gives 
government a big stick and 
we have to handle it 
carefully. We're very 
sensitive and concerned but 
it was the legislature that 
set the road alignment. 

‘What is in the public 
interest is greater than the 
individual interest,’’ he 
says. 

“That’s hard for some 
people to accept.”

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Indian Hawthorne withstands heat 


The arrival of spring is announced by the glorious 
bursts of bright colors on our trees and shrubs. One plant 
that always receives great attention is the Indian 
Hawthorn (Raphiolepis indica). These plants are much 
admired for their spectacular display of pink blooms in 
Spring ... with some varieties rewarding gardeners with 
blooms periodically throughout the year. 

Indian Hawthorn’s handsome foliage is deep green 
with a metallic lustre. New growth at the branch tips is 
bronzy-green. Raphiolepis are evergreen, easy-to-grow, 
long lived with almost no pests to bother them. These 
versatile plants do well in salt spray exposure at the 
ocean’s shore. They withstand temperatures to ® F. (-18° 
C). Give them full sun along the coast and a partially 
shaded area in hot inland locations for best flower color.

Morning 
glories 
thrive 


Morning glories are not 
noted for their neat and tidy 
habits. But there are two, 
the bush morning glory and 
the ground morning glory, 
that are well mannered, 
compact and ideal for use in 
the landscape. 

One of these is a shrubby 
little sun lover that thrives 
on tough going. The other is 
a trailer of modest growth 
that will cascade down 
from a raised bed in a show 
of color you won’t soon 
forget. 

The predominant color of 
bush morning glory derives 
from its silvery foliage 
which serves as the perfect 
backdrop of its delicate 
white flowers. The blooms 
obviously morning glories, 
are long lasting and fresh 
looking even in sun that 
resembles a blast furnace. 
These plants do need 
protection from frost. 


The shrub is resistant to 
drought and one to consider 
for the sunny side of the 
house or along a drive 
where it draws attention 
but doesn’t need much.of it. 
Individual shrubs are about 
two feet high and twice as 
wide, so plant accordingly if 
you want a row of them 
says the California 
Association of Nurserymen. 
Their bloom comes from 
late spring through summer 
and into fall. Botanically, 
this species of morning 
glory is known as 
Convolvulvus cneorum. 


The. ground morning 
glory, Convolvulvus 
mauritanicus, sprawls 
appealingly on the ground 
but is much better used in 
raised beds where its 
cascading flowers are 
better shown off. Grayish in 
color, the foliage sets off 
lavender - blue flowers. 
When you see these blooms, | 
you'll know them as 
morning glories right away.

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Tips on 
planting 
trees 


Now that the peak of 
winter is upon us — which 
may mean snow or rain, 
depending on where you 
garden — it’s a cheering 
thought to plan ahead for 
spring’s arrival. Perfect 
heralds of spring are the 
flowering peach and plum. 
These trees are available 
now in many varieties, 
some of which provide 
delicious fruit, t0o. 


Flowering plums will 
tolerate almost any soil. 
They should have sun for 
good leaf color but they will 
tolerate some shade. Prune 
only to thin out, because the 
flowers bloom on two-year 
wood. 


Peaches require excellent 
drainage all year round. 
They must be sprayed 
during dormancy for peach 
leaf curl and again just 
before blooming to prevent 
this from occurring. The 
wood that has borne flowers 
should be cut back to six 
inch stubs. 


Let your local 
nurseryman help you select 
the variety best suited to 
your local climate and soil 
conditions says the 
California Association of 
Nurserymen as you want to 
take care in choosing which 
tree. A tree four to six feet 
in height is of good planting 
size. 


Have the planting hole 
ready when you bring the 
tree home from the 
nursery. This hole should be 
almost two feet deep and 
wide enough to spread the 
tree’s roots with room to 
spare. Trim off broken 
roots. Set the tree in at the 
same level it was grown at 
the nursery, spreading out 
its roots carefully. Fill in 
the hole and make a large 
watering basin. Do not 
fertilize now; wait until the 
tree has grown some. Water 
slowly and thoroughly. Then 
you can prune severely, 
leaving not more than three 
to five lateral branches 
from the amin trunk of the 
tree. These laterials should 
be distributed evenly on all 
sides of the tree. Cut each 
lateral back % of its length, 
if this is confusing be sure 
and let your nurseryman 
help you. 


Besides the flowering 
peach and plum, check out 
the flowering crabapples, 
cherries and even the 
deciduous magnolias,, but be 
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pruning requirements of the 


latter two.

Outer space conquests, real and fictional, capture the 
headlines and movie-TV screens, but most families are 
concerned more with inner space, the shortage of 
storage in their own homes. 

Houses being built today are shrinking a little in size, 
under the impact of still-rising costs, but the need for 
storage swells unabated, despite myriads of garage sales 
across the land. 

Wise home buyers always check available storage, its 
size and convenience, and if it’s not adequate, places 
where more can be built later. 

But owners who planned to trade to larger homes are 
staying put in large numbers. These must turn inward’ 
for solutions to the space crunch 

Solutions do await the intensive searcher. Space inside 
the back entrance, in a hallway, in a bedroom corner, un- 
der stairs, may be worth checking with a tape measure. 


Finishing a room in attic or basement, converting gar- 
age or carport to heated living space, or building on a 
new addition, always With plenty of built-in storage, may 
be feasible solutions 

Bedrooms cannot escape the need for storage, and lots 
of it. Typically, they’re crowded with bureaus, chests 
and dressers, often inefficient dust catchers by day and 
toe-stubbers by night 

In existing closets, a low bank of drawers often can be 
installed under the waist-length hangers, also by more 
shelves above the clothes rod 

Where a bedroom serves also as a reading-TV room, 
built-in elothing storage can ease an overfurnished, 
dressing-room look. One entire wall might store clothing 
at one end, and contain TV, stereo, books at the other 


One or more walls of warm-hued western red cedar 
form a unifying background for a bed-sitting room. Wood 
blends well with bright fabrics in a bedroom, while exer- 
ting a quiet, relaxed feeling for wakeful times 

In one master bedroom, his - and - hers banks of 
drawers were built into an all-cedar wall, so neatly that 
when closed they blend into the wall. Pulls are half-moon

Remodeling can warm the bath 


To the reader, the thinker, the soaker, there is one 
room in the house that usually seems cold, despite its 
usefulness and familiarity — the bath. 

Imaginative decorative ideas abound, witness the 
newsstand literature on the subject, but most adapt 
better to large, more open rooms. The smaller the space, 
the more difficult it is to decorate without cluttering and 
without intensifying the claustrophobia induced by clos- 
ing the door. ‘ 

The small bathroom is no place for big accessories, 
whether fixtures, cabinets, sweeping graphics, large 
hangings or planters. But it is easy to infuse visual 
warmth, even elegance, simply by cladding one or more 
walls with wood paneling. 

A superior choice of species is western red cedar, for 
its rich tones ranging from tan to reddish-brown and for 
its natural oils that resist the effects of moisture. A clear 
— is advised, however, where splash stains are 
ikely. 

For baths with no windows, cedar is a fine background 
for a low-light, moisture-loving green plant or two, 
placed to enhance a fresh, restful feeling. 

For board or strip paneling, flush-edge and V-edge 
patterns are the most popular. These provide their own 
tailored or handcrafted look. 

‘Bringing beveled siding indoors and putting it up 
horizontally lends a three-dimensional look with sharp 
shadow lines that just can’t be duplicated by wafer-thin, 
4x8-foot materials. The wider shadows below the boards 
and the wood grain running sideways make a small room 
seem larger. 


One small lavatory takes this idea a unique step 
farther: The siding reaches the ceiling over curves 
bandsawn in two-inch-thick nailing strips, and extends 
forward for two feet. 


Then a valance made up of three siding pieces 
completes a canopy effect, in this case above the water 
closet. 

On the ceiling, quarter-inch wedges separate the 
boards louver-style to allow a concealed fan to operate. 


Now Is the time 


to prune daphnes 


Those gardeners who have been enjoying the fragrant 
pink, red and white blossoms of the daphne for the past 
weeks should begin now to assemble their pruning equip- 
ment. One of the cultural requirements of this shrub is 
pruning immediately after blooming. 

These early spring months are also planting time for 
the daphne reminds the California Association of 
Nurserymen. Evergreen and deciduous varieties are 
available. The three most widely grown succstpes in the 
west are the winter, garland and february daphnes The 
Winter is an evergreen with glossy green leaves and 
nosegay clusters of pinkish red and cream flowers. In 
planting the winter daphne be sure to select a site with 
good drainage and good morning sun. Mulch around the 
plant. This is botanically known as Daphne odora 

The garland daphne is a low-growing shade loving 
evergreen with a trailing habit of growth. Fragrant 
rose-pink flowers are surrounded by dark green leaves 
It is a good choice for a rock garden. After this variety 
slooms, give it a top dressing of peat moss and coarse 
sand to prevent dieback after blooming is through. The 
Garland daphne is also known as rock daphne or daphne 
cneorum 

Fragrant lilac-purple flowers appear on the February 
daphne before the leaves come out. It is best planted in 
groupings as this one is deciduous and the leaves start to 
come out in February and continue until April. Clusters 
of red and fruit follow the blooming season

Q. — I am going to put down vinyl 
tiles in a playroom. It is my un- 
derstanding that you have to find the 
center of the room first and then lay 
the tiles outward from that point, 
but a friend says it is a lot of non- 
sense and that the quickest and 
easiest way is to start at one wall 
and keep going until you reach the 
other wall. Is he right? 

A. — Many floors are tiled in that 
fashion and nobody is really the 
werse for it. What it means is that 
you risk a less-than-perfect pattern 
since walls are not always in 
straight lines. Also, you will have no 
border on one side and a border of 
some kind on the other. When you 
tile a room that way, very few per- 
sons ever may notice that it hasn't 
been done properly. But if you want 
te insure a good result, an even pat- 
tern and equal borders, find the 
center of the room and proceed 
from there. Lay a row of tiles each 
way — without cementing them 
down — and be sure everything is 
the way you want it to be before you 
do the actual installation. It takes 
only a little extra time to get it 
right. 

. Q. — Can I bleach a bureau 
. ey without removing the old finish? 





“Which is thie best

The old finish appears to be varnish 
and I would like to make it light, but 
don't like to go through the trouble 
of removing the finish. 

A. — You cannot bleach wood un- 
less the old finish has been taken off 
or there never was any finish on it. 
Some products on the market 
produce a bleaching effect and are 
suitable for certain purposes, but 
they are not true bleaches. 

Q. — Years ago, I did a lot of pain- 
ting in many rooms of houses that 
we owned, but I always used a 
brush. Now I want to undertake 
painting the walls of two rooms with 
a roller. Does it take a long time to 
get used to using a roller? Can I 
start right in on one of the rooms or 
must I do a lot of practicing first? 

A. — You should be able to use a 
roller at once if you observe certain 
fundamentals. To load it, pour the 
paint into the well of the roller tray 
and dip the roller in, loading it fully. 
Roll it over the slanting corrugated 
section of the tray to distribute the 
paint evenly over the entire surface 
of the roller and to remove excess 
paint. On vertical surfaces, the first 
stroke should be upward. Follow 
with a downstroke and then roll 
crosswise. Start rolling in a dry area 
and toward one just painted, blen- 
ding in the laps. Don't roll too fast

During this time of the year, you afe likely to find 
shade trees available in either bareroot or container 
grown form (and thanks to modern inventions there are 
those containers that can be planted in the ground which 
decomposes in time).

Dig a generous hole, 8-12” wider and deeper than the 
root ball, to accommodate the root. area without 
crowding, fill in with good soil and soak thoroughly. Be 
sure the tree is planted about 1 to 2 inches higher than it 
was in the can at the nursery to allow for settling of the 
soil. This mark is well defined at the base of the trunk. 

Stake the tree immediately to give it a better start in 
life. The best system is to drive in two 2’’ x 8-10 foot 
redwood stakes on opposite sides of the tree, then secure 
with tree ties available at your nursery. Any pruning 
required at this time should be done before the tree 
leaves the nursery. 

About a month after planting your new tree, you can 
start to feed with an all-purpose food, liquid or dry. Fill 
in the basin around the tree first with water then apply 
the fertilizer and water again. 








blooming bulb plants and 
early summer perennials. 
While most seeds will be 
sown directly into the 
ground results are often 
times more satisfactory if 
the initial planting is done 
in containers or shallow 
seed flats. These are 
available at most nurseries 
says the California 
Association of Nurserymen. 

When planting your seeds, 
gardeners should cover 
them very lightly. 
Pulverize the soil mix in 
your hands and dust it 
lightly over the seed bed.

It is a 
wise idea to work some 
commercial fertilizer into 
the soil several weeks 
before planting as you will 
increase yields.

going to cover, then hurry 
up and lay the sheet viny] 
before the adhesive dried 
out 

But worst of all, if you 
didn't cut the flooring to fit 
the room just right, you 
ended up with either a slop- 
py job — or a total loss.

If you're not familiar with the bottlebrushes, a native 
)f Australia, picture an actual brush for cleaning bottles, 

substitute scarlet bristles for the real thing and then put 
on a shrub with gray-green foliage and you've got the 
idea! They really provide the gardener with an unusual 
accent shrub and one of many uses. 

Bottlebrushes adapt well to the California climate 
while gardeners in colder states grow them only under 
glass. The bottlebrushes are available in more than one 
form, too. This fast-growing evergreen is easily trained 
as a quick wall cover in the form of an informal espalier 
Some can be trained into small trees or pendulous shrubs 
and other members of this family are low - growing and 
excellent for bank plantings. Of course, there is the 
massive shrub type which will grow to 10-15 feet and can 
be made into a formal clipped hedge, informal screen or 
even a windbreak 

The most popular bottle brush is the lemon bottlebrush 

(Callistemon citrinus), This shrub is the most tolerant of 

hot or cold weather and generally tolerant of most soils 
but may sometimes suffer chlorosis if the soil is too 
saline - alkaline. With some staking and pruning in its 
early stages, it can easily be trained into a small tree or 
espalier. Through it is called lemon bottlebrush, it has 
bright red, six inch long brushes that appear in cycles 
throughout the year. Hummingbirds love them! 

Most bottlebrushes thrive in full sun and are drought 
tolerant after they are established but will do their best 
in moist, well-drained soils. A visit to your local member 
of the California Association of Nurserymen will show 
you other varieties of this shrub that are adaptable to 
your local area. For there are other types that have 
flowers along with the brushes.

Tips on fighting garden pests

There are an unfortunate number of insect pests that 
can attack our indoor gardens so cherished at this time 
of the year. 





Pests can be mostly avoided by choosing clean, healthy 
plants to begin with. A two-week period of isolation for 
newly purchased plants is an added precaution that can 
save a lot of trouble later on should some uninvited 
visitor manifest its undesirable presence after arriving 
at its new dwelling. F 

Some insects, like the spider mite, are too small to be 
seen without microscope. Others, like aphids and scales 
leave behind a sticky substance which calls our attention 
to their presence. 

It’s a good idea to have regular inspection tours of all 
the indoor plants so that sticky films, webs, leaf 
discoloration and other symptoms will be noted and their 
cause discovered 

1 suppose the most common plant pest is the aphid, or

Like plants you buy for the house, plants that have 
summered outdoors should have two weeks of isolation 
in the greenhouse or on the porch to make sure you are 
not bringing in an army: of insects along with the 
houseplants. A couple of sprays should be applied during 
this time. 

The year I omitted this two-week isolation - inspection 
period I will always remember as the winter of the 
whiteflies. 

Blackflies, or gnats are tiny flies that match from 
white maggots in potting soil. Only the maggots are 
harmful to plant roots, and then only if there is a severe 
infestation. Simply drench the soil with malathion, one- 
half teaspoon to one quart water. I have also had success 
with just afew granules of onion maggot powder with 
diazinon scratched into the soil. 

Red spider mites spin fine webs on the underside of 
leaves and suck away plant juices, causing leaf 
discoloration. Mites thrive in dry conditions and so their 
arrival usually indicates an increase in humidity is 
called for.

Starflowers 
make great 
arrangements 


By EARL ARONSON

Put some starflowers in your garden in the coming 
season, especially if you like to make dried 
arrangements. We did, to our great pleasure. 

What we planted last season. was scabiosa stellata. 
They’re round, the light-brown heads with little florets 
containing dark, spiny, starlike centers. They resemble 
space satellites. The stiff stems can grow to two feet in 
length. 

The time to select flowers for drying is when you check 
your seed catalogs for spring planting. Often the 
companies will group flowers that are good for drying, 
perhaps under the heading of ‘‘everlastings.” 

Lock for such annuals as strawflowers, statice, 
larkspur, marigold, dusty-miller, cockscomb and 
calendula. You can dry them hung upside-down in 
bunches or standing upright in jars. 

Among perennials you can dry the same way are 


flowering onion, beebalm and butterfly weed. The onions 
— allium gigantum and other varieties — make fine, tall 
displays with spherical heads. 

There are other flowers better for drying in sand or 
borax, including annual asters, balsam (touch-me-not), 
candytuft, Canterbury bells (a biennial), annual 
dianthus, coreopsis, cornflower, cosmos, gloriosa daisy, 
pansy, stock, snapdragon and zinnia. Also use this drying 
process for perennial asters, balloon flowers, columbine, 
coneflower, coralbells, delphinium, painted and shasta 
daisies, peonies, mums, day lilies, iris, gladiolus, lily of | 
the valley and roses. 

Back to those starflowers. Ours were stellata, which

They like a well-drained, sunny place. Plant seeds one- 
quarter inch deep in well cultivated soil, feeding a 
balanced fertilizer after frost danger ends. When plants | 
are at least an inch tall, thin to about 12-15 inches apart. 

In early fall, pick the starflowers when their heads are 
green-brown, before seeds have shattered. Hang them 
upside down in a warm, airy place, or stand them upright 
in jars until thoroughly dry. Heads may be sprayed with 
hair spray or clear acrylic to preserve them better. 
They’ll make fine Christmas-tree ornaments if sprayed 
silver, gold or red. 

An excellent method of preserving flowers, including 
wedding bouquets and corsages, is with silica gel. Put 
flowers in a shoe box or other container of adequate size 
and pack silica gel under and around them. The gel 
removes moisture rapidly without causing a change in 
color or shape. Shake the box so that all blossoms are 
covered. Close the container tightly and don’t open it for 
about two weeks. You can use florist’s wire to help 

support stems later. 

The best time to pick flowers intended for drying is 
just before their centers unfold. That’s when their color 
is brightest. 

Don’t wait until too late in the season to harvest 
flowers for drying. There may not be enough of them and 
they may be past their prime.

Begonias offer gardener much pleasure 


Begonias of all types give the gardener a lot of 
pleasure in both the home and the garden. The fibrous 
varieties make an excellent border plant; the rex 
begonia is a beautiful foliage subject for indoor color but 
the most spectacular of all is the summer - flowering 
tuberous begonia. 

This is the variety that has made California, and 
more particularly the Santa Cruz area, famous 
throughout the world. 

The flowers of the tuberous begonia ate great 
imitators. One of them resembles the daffodil, another 
the carnation, a third the camellia and a fourth the rose. 
The most popular strain was derived from the best 
features of the carnation, camellias, rose forms. It is 
called “ruffled double”. The huge flowers have a loosely 
formal arrangement of petals with fringed edges and are 
available in colors of red, crimson, yellow, orange, 


apricot, salmon pink, rose pink and white. 

The tuberous begonia has two planting seasons. Tubers 
are planted now while they are dormant. In April, small 
seedling plants become available. Usually the seedlings 
are used to plant fairly large beds in the shade graden 
and the tubers are used to fill in small spots and for pot 
plants in which they excel. as 

Your local member of the California Association of 
Nurserymen has the tubers on display now, with color 
pictures to show you the kind and color of flower that you 
may expect from your purchase. Usually you have a 
choice of small and large sized tubers. Choose the largest 
size for pot plants and smaller ones for outdoor bedding 
areas. They are also very adaptable to hanging basket 
culture. 

Begonias will continue to bloom until the cold weather 


arrives in the fall.

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Air conditioning tips 


Many luxuries now ‘necessities’ 


By ANDY LANG

What’ used to be luxuries for many families are now 
necessities — or, at least, appear to be. 

High on the list of items falling into that category are 
room air conditioners, which is what we use when we do 
not need or cannot afford — or, for some other reason, do 
not want — a central air conditioning system 

Air conditioning, has beeome an integral part of our 
lifestyle, far more so than we realize unless we 
deliberately think about it. Consider just one example: 
The vast computer operations in every phase of life could 

‘not proceed satisfactorily without air conditioning. 

Whether you have or are just contemplating the 
purchase of one or more room air conditioners, here are 
some facts you should know: - 

A room air conditioner should be the proper size for the 
area it is intended to cool. It usually is better to buy a 
model that tends to the side of having less cooling 
capacity than too much. That's because an air condi- 
toner with too much cooling capacity will cool an area 
quickly, then shut off before it-has time to control 
humidity. The proper size will operate a much larger 
percentage of the time, controlling both temperature and 
humidity 

When getting ready to buy a room air conditioner, 
measure the room or area carefully. Take the 
measurements to your dealer and ask him to use his 
chart and cooling estimate table to determine your 
needs. He probably will give you a range of cooling 
capacities from which to choose, which is your key to 
select from the lower end of that range 

To cut down on operating costs, look for a model in the 
lower cooling capacity range with a higher efficiency 
rating. Efficiency is expressed in an Energy Efficiency 
Rating, usually signified by EER. The higher the 
number, the more efficient the air conditioner. While an 
EER of 7.5 is considered high efficiency, ratings can go 
somewhat higher in more costly models 

The warning about buying a room air conditioner that 
is not too large for its intended coverage area does not 
mean you should get one too small, since that will result 
in it running too much, obviously a wasteful method of 
cooling. When you get the air conditioner, leam how to 
clean the coils and change or clean the filter. To run at 
optimum efficiency, the unit must be free of dust and 
dirt ™ 

A window air conditioner should not be placed in a 
sunny window facing west or south if at all possible 
Instead, it should be positioned so the afternoon sun will 
not hit it. Otherwise, the sun strikes the coil and heats it 
up, reducing the cooling capacity of the unit 

An effective way to save energy with your air condi- 
tioner this year is to set the thermostat so the room tem- 
perature is somewhat higher than in past years. You’ll 
still have a cooler area, but for every degree of cooling

Roast beef isn’t roast beef without a touch of 
horseradish’ on the side of the plate. But while the 
prepared stuff we buy in the supermarkets isn’t all bad 
eating, you haven't really lived until you have tasted the 
creamy white condiment freshly grated from your own 
home-grown roots. 

And at today’s prices, a standing rib roast deserves the 
best accompaniment you can give it. 

Because it will grow anywhere — even in the lawn if it 
gets the chance — horseradish usually gets the short end 
of the stick in our gardening operations. In fact, judging 
by my mail, most gardeners are more concerned with 
how to get rid of it rather than how to grow it. 

This is a mistake, for when it is left to go its own way, 
it develops rapidly into a weedy mat, invading other 
parts of the garden, and producing twisted, distorted 
roots which are stringy in texture and bitter in flavor. 

Properly cared for, horseradish will grow stout, 
straight roots which are easy to grate or put through the

grinder, and its flavor is sweet and palatable, in spite of 
its pungent heat. 

Annual overhauling should be the rule with 
horseradish, for in this way it doesn’t escape to become a 
nuisance in other parts of the garden. 

And since the roots are completely winter-hardy, late 
summer or early fall is a very good time to get the job 
done, so the plants have time to get themselves nicely es- 
tablished and settled down before bad weather arrives. 

Taken up while the soil is a bit on the dry side and nice- 
ly workable, the roots come up clean and whole — impor- 
tant, because if you leave even as much as one tiny bit of 
root unlifted, it will go on sprouting in all directions. 

Once the plants are out of the ground, they can be 
divided into pieces with single crowns. Select the 
vigorous, youngish portions, discarding the old, tough 
veterans. 

If more than one ‘‘eye”’ or growth bud can be seen in 
the top of a piece to be replanted, dig out the excess buds 
with the point of a pocketknife to encourage the produc- 
tion of thick, straight sticks. 








Remember, too, that you can’t produce palatable, 
well-flavored roots from poor soil, so while the roots are 
out of the ground, you’d better get in a few licks on the 
bed so fertility will be maintained. 

One bucketful of mellow old rotted manure plus half a 
cupful of chemical fertilizer per square yard will work 
wonders, but it must be mixed intimately with the soil all 
the way down to the full depth of your spade. On no ac- 
count may fresh manure be used, as this produces forked 
and distorted roots — it must be so well rotted that it 
looks almost like earth. 

With the soil so enriched, the bed should be trodden, 
for horseradish detests loose soil. After raking, the roots 
may be planted — right end up — vertically in the soil, 
spaced 12 inches apart each way, and with two inches of 
soil over the top of the root. 

If most of the roots. dug up are needed for grating or 
grinding, the pieces selected for replanting can be made 
to go further by splitting them lengthwise before setting 
them in the soil. Better mark the strips in some way so 
you won't go planting them upside down.

treated 2 x 8 or 2x 10 to the 
house framing the entire 
length of the deck at the 
level you want your support 
beams. Fasten joist 
hangers to the board to hold 
each of the beams. 

The deck boards are then 
nailed onto the beams, in 
the same manner as an 
inside floor is installed over 
floor joists. You can use 
eigher 2x 4 or 2x 6 pressure 
treated boards, depending 
on the appearance you 
desire. The 2 x 6s will 
require fewer boards and, 
consequently, less nailing. 
Be sure to use hot dipped 
galvanized nails to avoid 
discoloration of the wood 
from rust. By using nails as 
spacers befween deck 


boards, you can obtain 
standard spacing 
throughout. Some 


carpenters prefer a larger 
Space between boards, 
Which requires careful 
placing of the boards for 
consistent spacing. 

If you use 2 x 4s, two nails 
per beam will suffice on 
each deckboard. For 2 x 6s, 
use three nails 

Use pressure trated 2 x 6s 
for facing on all exposed 
sides of the deck. Steps 
from the deck should be 
made of pressure treated 
wood, also. 

Pressure treated lumber, 
posts, and poles come in a 
variety of species and 
grades. Ask your lumber 
dealer or building supply 
center to recommend the 


species and grades most 
appropriate to your 
specific use. 

It is important to note 
that pressure treatment in 
no way changes the 
characteristics of the wood. 
It will perform for you in 
the same manner that it 
would have before pressure 
treatment, except that it is 
now decay-proof and 
termite-proof. 

The Uniform Building 
Code, the code widely 
recognized in western 
states, requires that wood 
used in important 
structural members in 
ground contact be pressure 
treated. This means that 
pressure treated wood is 
the best tmaterial you can 
use for support memers in

When you purchase 
pressure treated wood, 
much of it will have a light 
green or copper green tint 
caused by the 
preservatives. 

All pressure treated 
lumber products are 
subject to strict quality 
control standards set by the 


American Wood Preservers 
Bureau (AWPB), an 
independent organization 
established by the industry 
to ensure that all producers 
meet proper treating 
requirements. Lumber 
stamped with the AWPB 
LP-2 Quality Mark is for 
above ground use. Lumber 
marked AWPB LP-22 is for 
ground contact use. The 


Western Wood Preservers 
Institute recommends LP- 
22 wood for all outdoor 
residential projects. 

Wood can also be treated 
with a variety of substances 
by dipping or spraying, but 
these methods provide only 
superficial preservation 
and are not recommended 
by any projects where 
durability is required.

VF Tomato, new this year. 
This variety starts bearing 
in just 62 days from the 
time plants are set into the 
garden, and keeps on all 
summer to frost. Early 
Pick Tomatoes average 
about half a pound but some 
may weigh close to a pound. 
They’re bright scarlet and 
solid but juicy. Plants are 
resistant to Verticillium 
and Fusarium wilt diseases, 
and bear a bumper crop to 
use fresh or process.

Unusual Tomatoes 

How about a different 
color to tempt appetites? 
Have you tried orange 
tomatoes? Jubilee is a 
beauty that not only adds 
contrast to a plate of sliced 
red tomatoes, it also tastes 
delicious. The flavor is a lit- 
tle milder and less acid than 
red tomatoes, and appeal- 
ing to many people. 

Excellent tomatoes come 
in small fruit size too. 
Yellow Pear and Yellow 
Plum are bite-size, attrac- 
tive and tasty for the relish 
tray, serving whole in 
salads, or popping right into 
your mouth. Red Cherry, 
Gardener's Delight and 
Basket Pak are red-fruited 
counterparts, great to serve 
whole as appetizers and in 
salads. 

If you like to make your 
own tomato sauce or paste, 
grow Roma VF. The meat 
is very solid and reaches 
the desired thick consisten- 
cy with less boiling than 
juicier, larger - fruited 
types. 

There are even tomatoes 
bred especially for ‘‘mini’’ 
gardens. Burpee’s Pixie 
Hybrid grows only about 18 
in. tall, thrives when spaced 
1 to 1% ft. apart in your gar- 
den, and is also ideal for 
growing in containers on a 
sunny patio, balcony or 
roof-top. Pixie also 
produces ripe tomatoes 
very early, in just 52 days 
from the time you set plants 
into the garden or con- 
tainers. Fruits are large for 
such compact plants, about 
the size of ping-pong balls, 
bright red, meaty, with real 
‘‘big tomato’’ flavor. 
Another good dwarf tomato 
is Tiny Tim with small, 
marble-shaped fruits. 


Radically different is 
Burpee’s Long-Keeper 
Tomato. Grow this amazing 
variety for storage indoors 
in an open airy place away 
from sunlight. You and your 
family can enjoy fresh 
tomatoes into winter 
months. 


Give Indoor Headstart 

All kinds of tomatoes 
need an indoor headstart 
about 6 to 8 weeks (Long- 
Keeper 2 to 3 weeks) before 
your last spring frost, un- 
less you live in the tropics. 
Starting seeds inside is fun 
and it’s so rewarding to 
have plants of the choice 
varieties you prefer, not 
potluck at a garden mart 
later on. 


*4’sterilized potting Soil Mix- 


ture. Keep this evenly and 
slightly moist in a warm 
place, 70 to 80 degree F. 
Tomatoes need warm con- 
ditions to sprout (ger- 
minate) well. As soon as 
seedlings emerge in 7 to 14 
days, lower the 
temperatures to 60 to 70 
degrees F. Grow the 
seedlings on your sunniest 
windowsills.

This is the time of year when gardeners across the 
country, novices and old hands alike, are poring through 
seed catalogs and mapping out their gardens for the com- 
ing season. I fully expect that 1981 will surpass even the 
last several years in terms of the number of people 
dabbling in the backyard soil. 

I'm often asked by beginners to recommend a book on 
vegetable gardening that is simple and straight-forward, 
offering the basic information one needs to be reasonably 
successful at what can be a most satisfying outdoor ac- 
tivity. Without hesitation — and you have my solemn 
oath that i have no shares in the outfit — I recommend 
Sunset’'s ‘‘Vegetable Gardening:”’ 

Just like the title, the text and illustrations in this 80- 
page magazine format paperback put out by Lane 
Publishing Co. as one of its Sunset series on gardening 
and outdoor building subjects is written clearly and right 
to the point. As a matter of fact, I cut my eye teeth in 
vegetable gardening with an earlier version of this book 
always at hand — I still have that well-thumbed copy in 
my library. 

I still like to use ‘‘Vegetable Gardening” for its useful 
ideas on incorporating vegetables in the landscape and 
saving space, for its features on using containers, on 
mulching and pest control. 

For the beginning gardener, this attractive manual — 
although double the price of my original copy it’s still 
just $3.95 — is unsurpassed for its orderly, simple for- 
mat. It leads the hopeful vegetable producer logically 
through all the decisions which face him, from choosing 
the right site for his vegetable plot to making a plan, 
choosing seeds, getting the soil ready, through planting 
procedures and care of the plants. 

The section on pest control directs the home gardener 
to the safest and most environmentally acceptable con- 
trol measures possible and gives a recipe fer homemade 
sprays of soap and certain pungent plants. 

But the main body of the book is the section called ‘A 
Gardener's Guide to Vegetables,’’ an alphabetical 
reference to major vegetables which gives recommen- 
dations for the best varieties of each to choose, specific 
directions for planting, watering, feeding, pest control, 
harvesting and container use. You'll often find this book 
in supermarket display racks 

Those gardeners who have a few seasons of growing 
the usual varieties behind them and who are yarning to 
include something unusual in their vegetable patches this 
year will be especially interested in an intrigying book 
titled ‘‘Unusual Vegetables — Something New for This 
Year's Garden.”’ It’s published by Rodale Press and is 
$12.95 

The editors of Organic Gardening and Farming have 
put this 443-page book out for those gardeners willing to 
explore the unknown. It describes 79 vegetables you can 
grow ‘‘when you're tired of tomatoes, bored with beans 
and sick of squash.” 

If you are looking to expanding your culinary horizons 
as well, this is a book for you. For every vegetable there 
are growing instructions, recipes and, most important, 
sources of plants and seeds of each vegetable. 


Among the unusuals is a root vegetable new to me, the 
Jicama, much like water chestnuts in taste, nutritious 
and great raw or used in stir-fry dishes. If portulaca, or 
purslane, is a nuisance weed in your garden, this book 
will tell you how edible it is, higher in vitamin C content 
than orange juice, too. 


If you love oysters, there’s a vegetable taste-alike in 
salsify, or oyster plant. And here you'll find a myriad of 
uses for the ancient and revered comfrey, even a 
favorite comfrey recipe from the sisters of a monastery 
in New Jersey. 


You might even have some of these edibles in your gar- 
den now, without realizing it. For instance, did you know 
that dandelions and daylilies, nasturtiums and nettle, 
have edible parts? 


The appendix is yery helpful to the gardener, giving the 
proper spacing between the plants, the plant’s size and 
the length of time from sowing to harvest for each of the 
unusual vegetables dealt with. Another section tells you 
what each tastes like, what it may be substituted for and
